ol 8,v.i to 474; Mrs. Erma Palmiter, 32150 Prescott, Romulus 
who was recalled by a vote of 805 to 504; and Harry Hartsuff, 


21850 Bell Hd., New Boston, who was recalled by a vote of 797 

The suit initiated by Detroit attorney Larry S. Davidow 
contended that the school board had failed to give proper 
notice of the special election as required by state school law. 

The trio cited in their suit the law requiring a 35-day notice 
after the recall petitions were validated by township officials 
on Feb. 5, 1971. 

riic school Ixiard Secretary Mrs. Jean Richert.replyingto 
the change, stated that the school board followed the legal 
instruction of the Michigan attorney general’s office and 
school board attorneys and contended further that the State 
( on.slilutionsusperceded the state school law cited as a basis 
for the suit. 


The school board had filed with Judge Piggins a motion to 
dismiss the court action. 

A similar motion was filed with the Michigan Court of 
Appeals. 

School Board President Carl K. Rush reported after the 
dismissal of the suit that the motion seeking dismissal at the 
slate court of appeals would now be withdraw. 

ludiic Piggins. in denying the request for the injunction, 
urged Uic plaintiffs to appeal his ruling for a final decision on 
the law involved. 

At issue in the case is a law which requires recall election 
to l)e held within 35 days after the recall petitions have been 

(•orlified. . , r* 

The Huron School District election was held 52 days after 
the petitions were certified, it was stated. 


•Many authorities hold that the language of the law is not 
mandat orv. but is merely directory, and the will of the people 
ought not’ l)e thwarted!” Piggins said in explaining his 
(Icc’ision. 

•I think the case should be decreed by an appellate court, 
he added, “so 1 turned down their request for an injunction 
but urged them to appeal’

was considering taking the case to the Court of Appeals, but 
that they had not discussed their plans in detail.

Elewood E. Krzyske, 28225 
Waltz Rd., New Boston; and 
Lee Betz, 19031 Savage Rd., 
Huron Tov^mship.

the school board in a special 
session held last Saturday at 
the Hannan Road Elementary 


School, site of the school board 
offices. 

Ousted from the school 
board by a decisive vote of the 
school district’s electorate 
were Mrs. Howard (Mildred) 
Bennett, 28111 Brandes, Flat 
Rock; Mrs. Erma Palmiter, 
51 of 32150 Prescott, Romulus; 
and Harry Hartsuff, 45, of 
21850 Bell Rd., New Boston. 

The three were elected to 
the school board in June of last 
year. 

The new school board 
members agreed to serve until 
June and were administered 
the oath of office by Rush on 
Saturday. 

Mittlestat is a former 
member of the school board.

Suit delayed by 
absent attorney 


The taking of depositions in 
a court suit involving the 
teaching of sex education in 
Huron Township schools was 
delayed for a third time last 
Friday. / 

The failure of Larry S. 
Davidow, Detroit attorney, 
who initiated the Wayne 
0)unty Circuit (3ourt suit in 
behalf of four Huron Township 
mothers, to appear at the 
Hannan Road Elementary 
School, caused the 
postponement. 

School Board President Carl 
K. Rush objected to the delay 
caused by the “apparent 
unwillingness to cooperate by 
the plaintiff’s attorney.” He 
said, “we had a court reporter 
and our legal counsel present. 
These delays are costing the 
school district money and we 
certainly object to this.” 


Rush stated that a letter of 
confirmation on the scheduled 
meeting was sent<'j 'udow 
and further, that scHbch^ 'd 
attorney Thomas Norberg rra. 
talked to Davidow at 4 p.m. 
the day before. He assured 
him that he would be at the 
meeting. The taking of 
depositions was requested by 
the plaintiff’s attorney. Rush 
said. 

The court suit was filed 
against the present four school 
board officers and School 
Superintendent Byron K. 
Antcliff. 

A preliminary injunction 
asked for in the suit was not 
issued by the court. 

School board officers named 
in the suit are Rush, 
president; Mrs. Jean Richert, 
board secretary; and Trustees 
Leo Kyko and Charles 
Larabell. 




Editor’s Note; The City of 
Romulus has initiated its first 
Urban Renewal Program. The 
first phase of the program, 
involving 175 acres of land in 
the Wayne-Beverly Rds. area, 
awaits final approval of a 
federal grant application 
made by the city, which is 
expected soon. The following 
article is the second of two- 
part series on the city’s Urban 
Renewal Redevelopment 
Program that embraces a 
total of 575 acres by (Jeorge 
Wilhelmi, director of Urban 
Renewal for Romulus. 

One of the questions I have 
heard espressed by a number 
of people is: “How can we be 
sure of a good development 
within the Project?” 

I can personally assure the 
city council and the planning 
commission that the renewal 
area will be developed to their 
satisfaction. It can be no other . 
way. 

The City of Romulus will be 
purchasing the Urban 
Renewal Land) the City of 
Romulus will be paving the 
streets, putting in the storm 
drains, developing the parks, 
and the City of Romulus will 
be selling the land. 

In addition, before any deed

property, all development 
plans must be approved by the 
Citizens’ District Council, the 
planning commission and the 
city council. This includes a 
review of the financial 
background of all developers, 
the qualifications of all 
developers and the approval 
of the detailed construction 
plans themselves. 

If the city council the 
planning commission, or the 
district council are not in 


developer proposes to build, 
the developer does not build it. 

I know for a fact that in one 
particular case, in one project 
in the Detroit area, that after 
a developer had signed an 
option to purchase the 
properly, his proposed 
development plans were 
turned down three times by 
the city council of that 
municipality and when the 
developer refused to make the 


his option v;as cancelled and 
the land sold to someone else, 
who would develop the land 
the way the City had wanted 
it. 

Another statement I 
frequently hear is “the 
$3500,000 Federal Grant was 
not really a Grant, since it was 
our money, our tax money, 
anyway,” This is true, but be 
assured that, should the City 
of Romulus, refuse the 
$3,500,000 it will not decrease 


over-all Federal Budget 
one penny. 

At the present lime there is 
only $2 billion in the federal 
budget to cover 

approximately $4 billion of 
applications now being 
reviewed by HUD. If Romulus 
does not accept the money it 
will go to either Garden City 
or Ann Arbor, which is 
starling a new project, or one 
of the other 56 different cities 
in the State of Michigan which 


are nbw pToposing projects. 

More than likely it will go to 
the City of Detroit, which at 
the present time receives, 
approximately $40 million a 
year in Federal Urban 
Renewal monies I do not think 
the City of Romulus is so rich 
that it can afford to give the 
City of Detroit, or any other 
Michigan city $3,500,000. 

Should ic be necessary for 
the city to sell Redevelopment 
Bonds in order to secure the

Housing court suit seeking 
damages for devi 


A court suit seeking $1.2 
million has been initiated in 
Oakland a)unty Circuit Court 
by 40 Romulus families who 
purchased homes in a 
Romulus subdivision. The 
monies sought are for refunds 
in home purchases because of 
an alleged devaluation caused 
by low-income housing 
construction nearby. 



The residents of the 
Meadows, located at Harrison 
and Eureka Rds. also seek 
$400,000 in relocation costs and 
damages for alleged “fraud, 
misrepresentations, breach of 
contract and warranty.” 

Oakland Circuit Judge 
Arthur E. Moore has ordered 
defendant firms named in the 
suit to appear April 21 to show 
cause why they should not be 
restrained from building 2,000 
government-subsidized “land 
tract” homes in the 
subdivision. 

The residents charge the 
new housing is lowering the 
value of their property. 

The defendant firms, listing 


their address as 18610 Eight 
Mile Rd. Southfield, are: 
Home Values, Inc., Kaufman 
and Broad Homes Inc., 
Greenview Homes Inc., 
Kaufman and Broad Sales 
Inc., and International 
Mortgage Corp. 

The forty plaintiff- 
homeowners charge in their 
suit that prior to buying their 
homes they were assured by 
the firms that the 
development would be “a 
custom home community, not 
a project of low income 
homes.” All the homes were 
purchased within the last two 
years. 

The homeowners claim that 


400 homes, financed through 
the FHA mortgage subsidy 
program, already are 
occupied and another 2,000 are 
planned. 

They also charge their own 
lots are smaller than agreed 
upon and the ovens, windows, 
paneling, furnances, stoves, 
doors and cabinets are not as 
promised. 

The attorney for the 
plaintiffs Neal L. Grossman, 
charged that construction of 
the subsidy housing devalued 
the original 40 homes, which 
cost from $20,000 to $29,000. 

The new <Mies are smaller, 
the attorney said and are 
“standardized.” 


“Most of them (the new 
residents)are ADC clients and 
are in effect, fully subsidized 
by the government, while my 
clients had to work hard to 
save up the money for their 
down payments,” Grossman 
said. 

The attorney added that 
FHA is violating the 
constitutional rights of the 
original families by 
supporting the smaller homes, 
thus devaluing the first 
houses. 

The suit asked Judge Moore 
to appoint a receiver to 
supervised further 
development of the 
subdivision.

Legislation empowering 
voters in the cities covered by 
Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA) to withdraw 
their membership in halfway 
through the legislature. 

The hotly debated bill 
passed the House by a 73-20 
margin Monday night. 

Rep. Alex Pilch (D-32 
Disiricl), ssaid chances for 
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the bill are brighter than they 
were last year when it passed 
.the House but died in the 
Senate. 

“It went over there pretty 
late in the season last year,” 
he said. “We think it will do 
belter this year.” 

PCHA levies a proportionate 
fee on its 23 members to 
operate Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne, Beyer Memorial 
Hosptial in Ypsilanti, Outer 
Drive Hospital in Lincoln 
Park and Seaway Hospital in 
Trenton and the Poson 
Information Center in Lincoln 
Park. 

Pilch has been fighting for 
the bill for two years at the 
request of Dearborn Heights, 
which in the past has sought a 
way to withdraw from PCHA. 

It has become a political 
problem for Pilch, who draws 
more voles from Inkster and 
other parts of his district 


which oppose the bill than he 
does from Dearborn Heights. 

The issue threatens a 
similar problem for a new 
senator from the area, David 
A. Plawecki (D-12th District) 
whose district spreads over 
niher areas covered by PCHA. 

Pilch stressed he had no 
quarrel with the present 


operation of PCHA, but feels 
that members should be 
allowed to withdraw. 

The present law requires a 
majority vote of the PCJIA 
board of directors to approve 
the withdrawal of any of the 
members, a requirement 
Pilch said is impossible to 
meet. 


Open burning banned 


Open burning in the City of 
Romulus is prohibited by city 
ordinance and will be strictly 
enforced, Romulus Fire Chief 
Joseph Crova warned 
Monday. 

The fire chief’s warning 
followed a series of open grass 
fires in the city. 

More than 50 grass fires 
have occurred in the past few 
days. Some of them have been 
caused by the carelessness of

We intend to issue violation 
tickets to willful violators of 
the ordinance,” Crova 
warned.

The procedures these 
agencies follow and the rights 
of citizens who deal with these 
agencies have become an 
important topic of discussion 
for lawyer and layman alike. 

Michigan’s new 
administrative procedures act 
is the latest attempt to define 
the legal relations between 
administrative agencies, the 
public and the government 
they serve. 

The act was adopted in 1969 
and became effective last July 
1 . 

Although earlier Michigan 
law addressed this subject, 
the new act has the effect of 
modernizing Michigan’s 
attitude toward government 
agencies. The primary 
purpose of the new 
administrative procedures act

Michigan’s administrative 
agencies now have more 
detailed requirements and 
standards to observe when 
dealing with the public. The 
right of individuals to inspect 
agency records has been 
expancfed. For those who are 
called to appear before 
agencies, elaborate 

procedures are required to 
guarantee a fair hearing. 

An individual’s right to 
appeal administrative 
decisions to our courts has 
been clarified. Records taken 
during administrative 
proceedings must now be 
more complete in order to give 
reviewing courts an accurate 
picture of what transpired. A 
citizen’s right to know how 
and why an agency operates in 
a particular field has been 
enlarged. 

The rule-making power of 
administirative , agjjwjies 

:ts 

stale. The [new admfT^i^ative 
procedures act expands the 
procedures to be followed by 
agencies when they adopt 
riiles. 

Before adopting a rule the 
agency must have a public 
hearing to allow interested 
citizens to present their views. 
Those persons likely to be 
affected by a proposed rule 
must be given reasonable 
notice of when and where the 
public hearing will be held. 

Rules adopted by 
deliberately evading the 
above notice and hearing 
provisions are deemed 
invalid. In addition, a citizen 
may request an agency to 
promulgate a rule. 

The agency has 90 days 
after the filing of a request to 
initiate the processing of the 
requested rule or issue a 
written statement explaining 
why the request is denied. 

A complicated, mass society 
needs government agencies to 
implement the law. The 
methods these agencies^ use, 
particularly when they affect 
private citizens, are 
extremely important in 
maintaining personal freedom 
in a modern world. Michigan’s 
new administrative procedures 
act is our latest attempt to 
address this delicate body of 
the law. Amendments have 
already been made to the new 
act. 

It is certain that more 
amendments will follow. 
Nevertheless, Michigan’s new 
administrative procedures act 
has been acclaimed as the 
most advance legislation in 
this area of the law.

R eview board adjusts 
land reassessments 


A minute study and recheck 
of Romulus’ 1971 land 
reassessments by the 
Romulus Board of Review has 
resulted in 826 tax 
adjustments, Harold L. 
Reiner, city assessor, 
announced Monday. 

Majority of the adjustments 
made on land reappraisals by 
the Board of Review were to 
the benefit of the taxpayer, 
Reiner reported. 

The Board of Review voiced 
strong protests against the 
land reappraisals when they 
were submitted to the city 
assessor by the Wayne Clounty 
Bureau of Taxation. 


A special session of the 
Board of Review was 
immediately called upon 
receipt of the figures by the 
taxation bureau. 

The board found that the 
county had reassessed some 
land sites higher than market 
value and in other instances 
totals were “out-of-line.” 

Reiner reported that the 
board of review found in its re- 
study that some land re¬ 
assessments were too low and 
many others too high. 

Letters showing the 
corrected land assessed 
valuations made by the Board 
of Review will be sent to the 
property owners.

Problem solving okayed

Library Week brings 
local system into focus 


The following problem 
solving procedure for 
individuals or groups was 
passed by the Romulus 
Community schools’ Board of 
Education. 

Problems involving a 
general school nature should 
be taken directly to the 
principaL 

Problems involving 
students in a particular 
classroom situation should be 
brought to the attention of the 
classroom teacher for first 
consideration. This can be 
accomplished by calling the 
school office and requesting 
an appointment with the 
teacher. 


If a satisfactory solution 
cannot be found with the 
teacher, the next stop in the 
solution of the problem is 
consultation with the school 
principal. If the principal and 
teacher are unable to solve the 
problem, the problem should 
be taken to the appropriate 
member of the central office 
staff. 


Problems involving special 
education, programs for 
exceptional children, 
standardized school-wide 
testing, psychological and 
psychiatric services, speech 
therapy, hearing, homebound, 
physically handicapped 


programs, attendance and 
audio-visual services, nursing 
and social work services 
should be taken to the director 
of special services. 

Problems involving the 
continuing education program 
(evening, adult, high school 
completion), pre-school 
program, school community 
relations, federally and state 
supported programs should be 
taken to the director of state 
and federal programs. 

Problems involving “Act of 
God’’ disruption of the school 
day, unscheduled dismissals, 
student transportation, 
cafeterias, destruction of 
property, and problems 


involving building service elections and board policy and 
personnel, should be taken to all other problems not solved 
the director of maintenance should be taken to the 
and operation. superintendent of schools. 


Problems involving school 
boundaries, transfers, 
individual attendance areas, 
tuition questions, class sizes, 
membership, permanent 
student records, publicity, 
public relations, professional 
personnel, labor relations 
should be taken to the 
assistant superintendent. 


Should the problem be of 
such a nature that it requires 
board action, it may then be 
placed on the agenda of the 
Board of Education. This may 
be accomplished by written 
request to the superintendent 
of schools with a copy to the 
president of the Board of 
Education. 


Problems involving 
curriculum, instruction, 
finance, building and bonding 
and millage programs. 


Gose cooperation between 
the schools and the 
community is essential for 
progress in education.

To the dditor: 

An op4n letter to the mayor 
of Belleville and the 
supervisor of Ban Vuren 
Township. 

I am a senior at Belleville 
High School and 17 years old. 
Although I will be leaving this 
community soon and going to 
college, I would like to say a 
few things for the kids that 
will be living here. 


As the 1971 session 
progresses, increasing 
numbers of bills are being 
cleared by both the House and 
Senate and sent to ’ the 
governor for his signature. 

Two very recent examples 
are a House bill which permits 
paying for license plates and 
driver’s licenses with personal 
checks and Senate measure 
which permits corporations to 
hold bank stock. 

The pay-by-check bill 
would, of course, be a 
convenience to great numbers 
of Michigan residents. Also, 
by reducing the amount of 
cash money on hand it would 
reduce the chances of thefts 
at Secretary of State branch 
offices.

The checks would have to be 
made out for the exact 
amount. The Secretary of 
Stale would be able to suspend 
a Driver’s license in case of a 
bad check. Once signed into 
law by the governor the bill 
would be effective on July 1. 


With the permission to 
pay for plates by check, the 
door was opened for eventual 
purchase of license plates by 


mail from the Secretary of 
State. 

The House passed the bill 
permitting corporations to 
hold bank stock without 
amendment. Michigan 
presently is one of only two 
stales prohibiting corporate 
bank holding companies. 
There was some House 
opposition to the bill by 
members who claimed it could 
lead to bank failures similar to 
those in the 1930s and that it 
would concentrate bank 
resources in the hands of the 
few. 

It was pointed out, however,

In fact, 
one of the bill’s major aims is 
to permit the resources of 
corporate bank holding 
companies to be used to 
increase the capitol of bank 
affiliates and increase the 
administrative proficiency. 

Supporters of the bill also 
cited several safeguards in the 
1970 amendments to the 
Federal Bank Holding 
Company Act, including 
approval from the Federal 
Reserve Board for purchase 
by companies, with 
consideration of competitive 
factors, resources and future 
prospects of the companies 
involved and the needs of the 
community involved. 

In the area of mentally ill, it 
had been necessary for the 
probate judge to appoint two 
physicians to examine the 
patients and certify that he 
was mentally ill.

Weather-blight studies, he 
slated, suggest that where 
weather conditions are 
favorable for corn growth, 
conditions will also be 
favorable for blight 
development. A recent 
weather and crop bulletin 
published by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, he 
added, indicates a strong 
potential for blight in 1971. 

Smith noted that a 
collection of working 
materials on the blight and 
lips for dealing with corn 
blight in 1971 have been 
published in a booklet entitled 
“Corn Blight Factors in 1971” 
II would be wise, Smith statied, 
for every cornfarmer in 
Michigan to review the 
contents of this booklet. 

A free copy of this booklet is 


Facts, Smith stated, for a 
grower to consider when 
altempting to predict 
probable occurrence of blight 
in 1971 include determination 
of the degree of resisitance or 
susceptibility as reflected by 
ihe hybrid seed to be planted, 
as well as the site of the field. 
Lowlands and river bottoms 
are more conductive to blight 
infections. 

Other factors include: Was 
there blight in the field in 
1970? Also, date of plantine 
(because some areas of early 
planted corn in 1970 escaped 
severe damage). Smith also 
mentioned other factors, such 
as rate of planting, weed and 
grass control, air pollution, 
stagnant air masses and 
cloudiness which tend to 
prevent drying out of corn 
plants following rain and dew. 
Presence of protectant 
fungicides would also be a 
factor; however. Smith added.

President is ‘playing politics ’ 


FUN AND GAMES at the Rawsonville 
Elementary School’s yearly Spring Carnival 
was plentiful for those who attended.

('ongressman William D. Ford (D-15th District) has 
accused President Nixon of “playing politics” with the case 
ol Lt. William Galley and the My Lai massacre. 

In a statement to his colleagues in the House of 
Keprcscntatives, Congressman Ford declared that he was 
speaking out “with reluctance” on the Galley Case, but was 
doing so because of President Nixon’s actions. 

The lull text of Congressman Ford’s statement follows: 

'Mr. Speaker, with some reluctance, I would like to 
comment on the trial and conviction of Lt. William Galley for 
the murder of Vietamese civilians at My Lai 3 years ago. 

1 nnumenl with reluctance, for I do not believe that any 
public official has the right, legally or morally, to attempt to 
influence the outcome of a judicial matter that is still in 
progress. Lieutenant Galley has been found guilty, and his 
allorneys are utilizing the normal appellate rights to which 
every American is entitled. I have no right, and no desire, to 
interfere with these processes, nor to judge Lieutenant 
('idley’s guilt or innocence. 

I am speaking out, however, since the President of the 
I niled States, the highest elected official of our Nation, has 
seen fit to violate these very basic judicial precepts. 

( oinincuting on the My Lai incident in December, 1969,the 
President described it was “what appears to be a massacre” 
and declared that “under no circumstances was it justified.” 
1 le also pledged that he would “do everything that I possible 
can to see that all the facts in this incident are brought to 
light those who are charged, if they are found guilty, and 
puni.shed." 

•‘These are noble words, and obviously in accord with the 
thinking of most Americans at the time, who had been 
shocked and horrified at the unfolding picture of the My Lai 
tragedy. 

Ihii then came the conviction of Lieutenant Galley and his 
."Sentence to life imprisonment. Predictably, the fickle wind of 
public opinion changed. All the built-up frustration and 
horror was poured into an overwhelming feeling of sorrow 
and pity for the Lieutenant. A flood of mail and telegrams to 
the White 1 louse and to Gongressional offices defended Galley 
and called for his release. 

•‘The President apparently changed his position. He 
ordered (’alley released from confinement, made him a 
prisoner at large, promised a personal review of the case, 
and there were even hints of an eventual pardon. 

“What changed his mind? Does he have access to evidence 
and facts that were withheld from the jury and from the 


public? Or was he merely “playing politics” and shifting 
with the wind of public opinion? 

•Mr. .Speaker. 1 emphasize again that I do not intend to 
make any comment on Galley’s guilt or innocence, or on what 
the ultimate disposition of his case may be. As an attorney, a 
former member of the Air Force Judge Advocate’s Gorps, 
and a meml)er of the U.S. Gongress, I am perfectly willing to 
let the matter be handled through the usual processes of law. 

• Lieutenant Galley has been found guilty by a jury of his 
IK'crs, six combat veterans who agonized for 13 days over a 
ca.se that has brought shame upon their country and their 
Armv Theirs was not an easy task, and they deserve the 
praiseof their fellow Americans forcarryingitout with dignity 
and fairness. Their decision and the sentence will be 
reviewed, will be considered by the Military Gourt of 
Appeals, and could even come before the^ U.S. Supreme 
(’ourt. 

•No elected official, and indeed no one in the world, has 
and right to intervene in this orderly progression through the 
due process of law 

"Since the President, however, has chosen to interfere, 
where does he propose to draw the line? What about the more 
than 60 other American servicemen who have been convicted 
of murdering South Vietnamese civilians? Should they too be 
released from confinement and allowed to live in barracks 
while their cases are reviewed and appealed? What about 
those convicted and sentenced for lesser crimes of rape, 
r()blx?ry, or assault? 

•‘And what about the 1,600 or more Americans who are 
iK'ing held prisoner in Vietnam? What is their situation and 
their future if responsible Americans take the position that 
our soldiers should not be punished for murdering their 
prisoners — even women and children? 

•1 certainly share with all Americans the feelings of 
confusion, of sorrow, and even of guilt that the tragedy of My 
Uii has created. With other Americans, 1 am even more 
convinced of this nation’s great error in becoming involved in 
the internal affairs ofVietnam, and oflhe need for ending our 
involvement there with all possible speed. 


"But we cannot rewrite history. What has been done has 
been done. Let us hope that we as Americans and as human 
Ix-'ings can profit from the bitter lessons that have been 
thrust upon us. 

'Mr. Sneaker, let us here in Gongress avoid the 
temptation to play politics with the tragic story of My Lai and 
U'iutenant Galley. Let us instead bend our energies to the 
task of bringing all our boys home, and making certain that 
there are no more My Lais and Lieutenant Galleys in our 
future.*'

Criminal code ^Ranges 
is target oJ committee 


Complete revision of 
Michigan’s Code of Criminal 
Procedure is the target of a 
newly formed special 
committee of the State Bar of 
Michigan. 

The 25-member group will 
include judges, legislators, 
prosecutors, criminal defense 
lawyers and representatives 
of Michigan police and 
corrections agencies. 

Its chairman will be Wayne 
County Circuit Judge Horace 
W. Gilmore, who headed a 
similar committee which 
formulated a proposed 
Revised Criminal Code for 
Michigan, now under 
consideration by the 
Legislature. 

That project involved 
examination, revision and 


codification of the substance 
of Michigan’s laws dealing 
with crime and penalties — 
what c<)nstitutes a crime or 
violation and what the 
penalties should be. 

Problems of dela 
unnecessary technical 
complications and barriers to 
the use of modern techniques 
in the processing of criminal 
cases, however, ai l solved 
by changes in the substantive 
Criminal Code. 

The new project is designed 
to evaluate revise and codify 
the procedures by which 
criminal cases are handled by 
police, prosecutors and the 
courts, at both trial and 
appellate levals.

“Many young men do not 
know how long they are 
eligible for the draft”, says Ed 
Roberge director of the Youth 
Leadership Division. “Many 
are not familiar with the 
physical standards. Many 
have no nrition of the range of 
specialized careers for which 
they may be trained in the 
military. The booklet enables 
them to find the correct 
answers fast”. 

The booklet, which the CYO 
first published in October, 
1970, contains all the facts 
anyone needs to know where 
to go and whom to see to 
discuss all phases of a man’s 
rights, responsibilities and 
opportunities under Selective 
Service. The book is also a 
useful compilation of general 
informaton about the draft 
law and about the 
alternatives.

Richard Giamberlain than by 
Russell, was a homosexual 
who sought to convince 
himself that he could be 
normal through marriage and 
is nearly driven mad when he 
is unable to consumate his 
marriage to an unfashionable 
girl, Nina, played with 
determination by Glenda 
Jackson, who seeks the status 
of an important union. 

Wlien Tchaikovsky almost 
kills his wife he accepts the 
refuge of a wealthy patroness, 
Madame Von Meek, and 
begins a fruitful period of 
composition on her country 
estate. It is the ideal 
arrangement, for the aging 
widow, fearful of her inability 
to gain the composer’s 
approval close at hand, 
prefers to worship him from 
afar. 

Nina, meanwhile, goes 
mad with the frustration of 
being unable to hold her 
husband and begins to 
fantasize assignations with 
other famous composers in 
hopes of making her husband 
jealous. Her grotesque 
mother, to abet Tchaikovsky’s 
allowance, sells her 
daughter’s body when the girl 
is too far lost to sense the 
impropriety of her acton. 

The girl winds up hopelessly 
mad in a nightmare of an 
asylum and her guilt-ridden 
husband is alleged to have 
“committed suicide’’ by 
drinking contaminated water 
which brought on cholera. 

Russell wreaks creative 
havoc on his material with an 
impossible melange of 
symbolic fantasies, set to 
Tchaikovsky’s music—the 
best way to view the film is 
with eyes closed as .Andre 
Previn conducts he London 
Symphony—in which the ill- 
dssortec characters recreate 
the worst recesses of their 
minds, erotic, violent, 
bisexual and homosexual, in a 
series of allegorical 
nightmares, such as 
Tchaikovsky blowing off the 
heads of all his friends and 
relatives to the beat of the 
“1812 Overture.” 

The film moves erratically 
from the overly-extended 
pseudolyric opening, to the 
tasteless climaz in the 
asylum. It is irrelevant to note 
that Russell does direct some 
imaginative camera work 
which occasionally becomes 
vividly splendid, considering 
(he tasteless purposes to 
which the cinematography is 
directed. 

The true music lovers would 
do better to skip the movie and 
buy the album.

When Hawk Dove, a slightly 
mad actor and costume artist, 
who does a Jekyll and Hyde 
cabaret act, learns that the 
death of his young nephew and 
niece is all that stands 
between him and a fortune, 
there begins a succession of 
bizarre disguises which 
removes “Flight of the 
Doves” from the ranks of 
children’s entertainment. 

There is decidedly 
something for the adults in 
Ralph Nelson’s new films, 
albeit an attack of nostalgia. 
For Dove, played ingeniously 
and with great cunning by Ron 
Moody in another of his 
masterfully larcenous 
creations, can be spotted only 
by the tattoo of a hawk on his 
wrist. 

Surely there is no adult 
viewer who will not suffer an 
acute wave of nostalgia for the 
gory serial victims of a 
Saturday matinee youth who 
harried the pure-in-heart for 
12 to 15 chilling episodes.

complete in 16 months 


A unique cultural- 
recreational center - the only 
one of its kind in the world - is 
being planned by the Wayne 
County Cooperative Extension 
Services of Michigan State 
University. 

Situated in Wayne, the 
center will be county-owned 
and adjacent to the Wayne 
County Library on Van Born 
Rd. at Venoy. 

The 26-acre center should be 
completed within 16 months, 
according to Donald Juchartz, 
director of the extension 
services. 

Although the counly i^ 
currently selecting an 
architect, Juchartz knows 
what he would like the center 
to look like. The idea of the 
center is something he has 
been working on for five 
years, he said. 

The administration center 
will house the extension 
services offices, and provide 
lecture rooms, consulting 
areas, an auditorium and 
plant and soil laboratories. 


The new administration 
center is a vital need for the 
extension services, Juchartz 
explained, because up to now, 
there has been no central 
place where people of the 
county could come for 
meetings and advice. 

He estimated that last year 
800 meetings were sponsored 
by the extension services to 
which more than 200,000 
people came, but these 
meetings had to be scattered 
around the county because of 
a lack of accomodations. 

Applied research plots will 
provide the landscape for the 
administration center with 
flowers, shrubs, trees and 
lawns being grown. 

The model farm provides an 
excellent opportunity to show 
city-oriented youngsters how 
food crops and animals are 
grown and produced, Juchartz 
commented. 

The farm will come 
complete with all the 
components that most city 


youngsters are familiar with. 

A must on every farm is the 
big red barn. This barn will be 
special with grandstand type 
seating inside to 
accommodate large groups 
for shows and exhibits. 

An animal barnyard near 
the barn will house the usual 
array of farm animals - cows, 
horses, pigs, sheep, goats and 
several varieties of fowl. 

A white farmhouse, 
windmill, duck pond and 
pasture area will round out the 
farm. 


. Eight to ten acres have been 
sel aside for this purpose and 
annual attendance is 
anticipated at more than a 
half-million. There will be a 
greenhouse and a playground 
and picnic area so that visitors 
may explore the area at their 
leisure. 


Juchartz estimates that the 
new center will cost 
approximately $2 million 
before it is completed, 
including the cost of buildings, 
plants and roads.

Grain program 
statistics listed 


• After 13 days of signup 
.participation in the 1971 Wheat 
= and Feed Grain Programs, 
there were 25,978 Michigan 
farms enrolled in the Wheat 
Program and 26,918 farms 
enrolled in the Feed Grain 
Program, it was announced by 
Nick Smith, chairman, 
Michigan State Agricultural 
Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee. 

Nationally the signup 
reports indicate 432,306 farms, 
representing 42 per cent of the 
eligible National domestic 
acreage allotment, are signed 
in the Wheat Program and 
699,850 farms are signed in the 
Feed Grain Program. Set- 
aside acreage on the signed 
wheat farms totals 6,005,299 
acres and set-aside on the 
signed feed grain farms totals 
7,578,423. 

Smith stated that a major 
change in the 1971 programs is 


the mo\ing trom diverted to 
set-aside acres. Diverted 
acres under past programs 
represented a reduction in the 
wheal or feed grain acres 
which could be planted. 

Set-aside acres represent a 
reduction in total crop 
acreage on a farm but not 
necessarily a cut in wheat or 
feed grain acreage. 

For example, if reproducer 
with a wheat allotment or feed 
grain base (or both) signs in 
the program, sets aside the 
required acreage which is 
equal to 75 percent of the 
allotment or 20 percent of the 
feed grain base, and 
maintains the farm’s 
conserxung base, he may plant 
all the wheat or feed grains he 
wishes. The only limit oh 
planting w6uld be the 
remaining available cropland 
on the farm.

In a letter to Defense 
Secretary Melvin Laird, the 
seven Congressmen 
demanded that the practice be 
halted immediately. 


The other signers included 
Thaddeus J. Dulski (N.Y.), 
chairman of the Post Office 
and Civil Service Committee; 
Morris K. Udall (Ariz.), 
chairman of the Postal 
Service Subcommittee; 
Robert N. C. Nix (Penn.); 
Jerome Waldie (Clalif.); Lee 
H. Hamilton (Indiana); and 
Frank J. Brasco (N.Y.). 

Their action came in 
response to New York Times 
reports of a confidential 
memorandum issued by U. S. 
Army Headquarters in 


Longbinh, Vietnam. The 
memo directed company 
commanders to make certain 
that anti-war propanganda 
contained in personal mail not 
be distributed to personnel 
under their command. 

“Such an action would be a 
shocking violation of one of 
our most basic freedoms and 
of the constitutional rights of 
all Americans,” Congressman 
Ford declared. “By law, no 
first-class mail can be 
confiscated or opened by a

“A journey of a thousand 
miles begins with the first 
step” that’s an old Chinese 
proverb. President John F. 
Kennedy quoted it in his 
inaugural address, just a 
decade ago. 

The President was talking 
about beginning new 
programs in America but he 
c(nild just as well have been 
talking about the 4-H 
achievement program. That’s 
what it’s all about, taking the 
first step.

Road Commission head backs 
Willow Run Airport expansion 


The plan to expand Willow 
Run Airport into the world’s 
largest air cargo facility, if 
augmented, will prove an 
econoniic tonic to the area, a 
Wayne County Road 
Commission official said 
Monday. 

James M. Davey, managing 
director of the Road 
Commission, which operates 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport, 
said the expanded Willow Run 
plan “would give more value 
to. Van Buren Township and 
Belleville, than it would ever 
take away.” 

He said he felt the $100 
million expansion was a piece 
of public endeavor and “if it 
can’t qualify as a benefit to 
Van Buren Township, we don’t 
want it.” 

*‘Some citizens around the 
Willow Run Airport have 
protested the expansion 
because it will require some 
over 1,800 acres of land north 
and east of the present airport 
boundaries. Their concern is 
the alleged loss of tax 
revenues to the township and 
the county should such lands 


be acquired for airport 
purposes. 

“What they obviously fail or 
refuse to understand,” said 
Davey, “is the fact that these 
1,800 acres will be subject to 
real estate taxes under 
Michigan law to the extent 
that they are occupied by 
persons and firms leasing 
them for business purposes. 
For example, all of the airline 
hangar buildings at Detroit 
Metropolitan Wayne (bounty 
Airport are on the tax rolls, in 
accordance with the Michigan 
statutes despite the fact that 
these premises receive no 
public services, such as, 
police, fire or related 
governmental services. 

“Under its present 
ownership, the lands that now 
constitute Willow Run Airport 
are exempt from this 
leasehold taxation because the 
Airport is now owned by an 
educational institution. Thus, 
while Airport tenants pay no 
taxes at Willow Run as it is 
now operated, a sizable tax 
return would be expected 
from the entire expanded

Forested land 
can have many 
practical uses 


Forested land, like money, 
has potential for multiple 
uses, and its sound 
management calls for 
“leaving to the chief forester 
of the nation’s largest 
organization of tree growers. 

“The bank I’m talking about 
is the ground, the principal we 
leave in it is the wood we leave 
standing, and the interest is 
that which we harvest,’’ says 
Robert E. Jones, director of 
forest resources at the 
American Forest Institute 
(AFI). 

Woods managers, like 
money managers, sometimes 
find it necessary to reduce the 
amount of principal if there 
are pressing obligations to be 
met, but they would rather 
leave some of that interest in 
and increase the amount of 
principal in other ways as 
well. 

One of the most pressing 
obligations tree growers have 
to meet is to provide wood for 
the nation’s housing and, to a 
lesser degree, paper products 
for its ever-increasing 
demand, although tree 
growers are aware of other 
obligations as well, Jones 
said. 

Among them, he said, are 
provision for scenic en¬ 
joyment, recreation, wildlife 
habitat, watershed control, air 
purification, and he noted that 
fulfilling these obligations is 
what foresters call multiple 
use of forested land. 

“Of course, there’s a 
question of priorities, and as 
President Nixon has recently 
pointed out, housing is a high 
one,” Jones said. “En¬ 
vironment begins at home, 
literally, but it doesn’t stop 
there, in the ghettos or the 
suburbs. With sound multiple- 
use manegement we can 
improve the environment 
everywhere.’’ 

The multiple-use theory has 
a corollary, called “sustained 
yield,” which means har¬ 
vesting trees and replanting 
new ones to insure we never 
deplete the volume we began 
with, never take out more than 
we put in during the previous 
year. 

Jones explained it this way: 
“On the approximately 510 
million acres of commercial 
forestland under government 
and private ownership there 
were 596 billion cubic feet of 
growing timber in 1952 and in 
1967 the total was up to 645 
billion cubic feet despite the 
harvest of 197 billion cubic feet 
in the intervening years. 
Those figures come from the 
U.S. Department of 


Agriculture, and are the latest 
available from the govern¬ 
ment. 

“However, we’re talking 
about growing stock, and on 
much private land in the West 
and government land 
throughout the country there 
is a quantity of old, standing 
limber which is way past 
maturity, isn’t growing any 
more. 

“If and when this is har¬ 
vested and new trees grown in 
its place, the new trees can be 
harvested at some date in the 
future after reaching 
maturity. 

“Say a tree, if it manages to 
survive fire, wind and insect 
in an unmanaged forest, 
stands on the same spot for 250 
years, the last two thirds of its 
life being non-oroductive; in 
that same time, on that same 
spot, three trees could have 
grown to almost the size of the 
250-year-old, and a fourth, in 
the form of a seedling, would 
be growing today,” Jones 
said. 

If the nation is to keep up 
with our population’s in¬ 
creasing need for trees, he 
added, more land must be 
brought under multiple-use 
management for sustained 
yield, and less must be with¬ 
drawn. 

“Thirteen areas including 
about 200,000 acres were set 
aside from Timber Production 
by federal legislation in 1970, 
and expectations are that the 
92nd Congress will consider 
establishing 150 additional 
single-use areas,” Jones said. 
“Yet, as President Nixon 
pointed out in his Economic 
Message of February 1971, 
timber yield must be in¬ 
creased on federal lands.” 

Jones direct concern is with 
increasing yield and benefits 
from private lands, such as 
those in the American Tree 
Farm System, which he 
directs: “The system, which 
AFI has sponsored since 1946, 
now has close to 30,000 in¬ 
dividual landowners enrolled 
and dedicated to the practice 
of multiple use of their 
forestland. But that’s only a 
fraction of the number of 
landowners eligible. About 
four million individuals, who 
own more than half the 
nation’s forestlands, could be 
in this program. 

“If they, as well as public 
agencies, were practicing 
multiple use fo sustained 
yield,” he said, “we could be 
assured of a long-lasting 
wealth of trees.” 


Child care 


First day 
dangerous 
for baby

“The first day of life is the most dangerous 24 hours in a 
child’s life.” So said Dr. Marvin Cornblath, professor and 
head of the department of pediatrics at the University of 
Maryland, as quoted by Pe^atric News. 

According to Dr. Cornblath, last year, in Philadelphia, 474 
babies died on the day they were born. Yet only 249 deaths 
occurred among children 1 to 14 years of age. For 
Pennsylvania, as a whole, there were 1,907 deaths on the first 
day of life, compared to 1,382 deaths in children from 1 to 14 
years. 

Dr. Cornblath pointed out that many of these deaths are 
preventable. He specifically recommended that 
pediatricians and other personnel specially trained in the 
care of newborns attend all high-risk deliveries. 

If a properly trained pediatrician is present in the delivery 
room, and is provided with the proper equipment, he can 
save q baby’s life or prevent brain damage. 

Only a week ago, one of our obstetricians. Dr. Roy Douglas, 
called me and said, “Bill, I need help in the delivery room. A 
mother has just come in who has suffered from high blood 
pressure and other complications of pregnancy. I’m 
preparing for a Caesarian section at once.” 

I rushed to the hospital, and stood by as the surgeon 
operated on the mother. When the baby was born it was blue 
and limp and did not breathe. The heart rate was slow — 
around 90. After clearing the baby’s airway, the baby 
continued to be limp and made no attempt to breathe. 

With a nurse helping me, using a special instrument I 
inserted a tube into the baby’s windpipe and blew a couple of 
puffs of air into the baby’s lungs. Simultaneously, I listened 
to the baby’s heart. It immediately speeded up. 

With oxygen running into one corner of my mouth, I 
repeatedly inflated the baby’s lungs. After 15 minutes, he 
began to breathe. 

Today, the healthy baby and his mother are being 
discharged from the hospital. So the story has a happy 
ending. 

But there’s one fly in the ointment — health insurance. 
Remarkably enough, although over 60 per cent of the Blue - 
Cross-Blue Shield and other plans pay for circumcision, few 
pay for intensive care of a newborn. 

So we need a better system of priorities in insuring health 
services. Because when a service isn’t paid for, oftentimes it 
doesn’t get done.

My ears itch constantly. I

What do you recommend?

Dear Miss G.: Scratching 
certainly is not the answer to 
your problem. 

That which people consider 
‘safe’ for scratching frightens 
most phsycians who deal with 
this problem in everyday 
practice. 

If you knew how delicate is 
the lining of the ear canal, you 
would realize how “unsafe” 
are most of the homestyle 
instruments used for scrat¬ 
ching. 

I have seen the damage 
done by sharp-edged paper 
clips, hairpins, pencils, and 
toothpicks. Even a cotton- 
wrapped swab stick can 
damage the ear canal if it is 
handled loo vigorously. 

The entire ear canal is lined 
by a thin layer of skin that is 
susceptible to infection, in- 
flamalion and, particularly, 
allergy. 

Unless the exact cause of 
the irritation is found, 
treatment of any kind is 
seldom effective. 

Fungus infections, exzema, 
inflamation due to hair sprays 
and cosmetics, all can cause 
distressing itching. 

Over-the-counter medicines 
should be avoided because 
they may contain drugs 
which, in themselves, are 
harsh and irritating. 

Only those drugs properly 
screened by your own doctor 
should be considered “safe.” 

The newer cortisone ear 
drops are effective when they 
are chosen by the physician 
for a particular reason. An¬ 
tibiotic drops and salves are 
also used to combat infection 
in the ear canal. 

Anti-fungus medication and 
local treatment can control 
this source of unpleasant it¬ 
ching. 

Finding the cause, however, 
is the only way to find the ideal 
treatment. 

What causes a child to be 
born with an “opening” into 
the spine? Mrs. I.R., Ohio 

Dear Mrs. R.: The condition 
you refer to as an “opening” 
in the spine is probably one 
that is known as a 
“spinabifida.” 

This is due to some error in 
the development of the em¬ 
bryo while in the mother’s 
womb. 

There are many variations 
of the condition, depending on 
the extensiveness. 

Modern surgery has done 
wonders for spinabifida.

An all-out war on heart 
disease is a result of a study 
led by Dr. Irving S. Wright of 
Cornell University Medical 
College in New York City. 

Along with a group of 
colleagues, Dr. Wright is 
pleading for an immediate 
attack on the three factors he 
believes most commonly 
responsible for heart disease. 

Part of their advice is for 
patients to stop smoking, and 
to limit their fats to less then 
35 per cent of their total 
calories. To further their 
objectives, they suggest that 
the fo(xi industry produce 
leaner meats and reduce the 
saturated fats in other foods. 

Dr. Jeremiah Stamler of 
Chicago is vitally involved in 
this approach to saving lives 
by the prevention of heart 
disease. 

Dr. Wright and Dr. Stamler 
believe that a vast educational 
program will leach com¬ 
munities everywhere how to 
reduce the incidence of heart 
attacks by eliminating those 
factors that are now known to 
be responsible for them. 

They also hope that new 
factors will be uncovered as 
additional causes of heart 
disease.

Public Meetings^ 


Congressman William D. 
Ford (D-15th District) has co¬ 
sponsored a bill in the House 
of Representatives to ban 
virtually all sports events 
from closed-circuit television, 
and force promoters to use 
home television and radio for 
broadcasting such activities. 

Congressman Ford 
explained that the legislation 
would flatly ban the broadcast 
of sports events over closed- 
circuit TV whenever a radio or 
television network or station 
would be willing to broadcast 
it. 

“I am convinced that free 
home television and radio are 
perfectly capable of providing 
a reasonable profit to the 
promoters of any major sports 
event of general interest,” 
Congressman Ford said. 

“For example, Joe Frazier 
and Mohammed Ali each 
received $2.5 million for their 
recent closed-circuit 
television fight. This same 
amount was paid by NBC for 
home TV rights to the 1971 
Super Bowl, which provided 
handsome profits for the 40 
players on each team and the 
team owners, as well as the 
National Football League.” 

Congressman Ford 
predicted that, unless action 
were taken, the American 
public might soon find itself 
deprived of the right to watch 


lop sports events in the 
comfort of their home. 

“William Henry, chairman 
of Management Television 
Systems, which set up the 
closed-circuit network for the 
Ali-Frazier fight, had 
predicted that the Super Bowl 
will be on closed-circuit TV 
within five years, with gross 
receipts of $48 million,” 
Congressman Ford said. 
“This could be only the 
beginning, unless we adopt 
legislation to stop it.” 

The bill, co-sponsored by 
Congressman Ford, would 
transfer jurisdiction over 


closed-circuit TV from the 
Common Carrier Bureau to 
the Broadcast Bureau, which 
also has authority over pay 
TV, television and radio. 

The legislation was first 
proposed by Congressman Les 
Aspin, of Wisconsin, who has 
received widespread public 
support for the idea. 

“There has been a 
tremendous public outcry 
over the huge profits made by 
the Ali-Frazier fight,” 
Congressman Ford said, “and 
over the fact that its 
promoters even attempted to 
charge the Armed Services 
$500,000 for a live broadcast to 
our men in Vietnam.”

Dear Readers: Still looking 
for ways to use up left-over 
yarns? Here is a really good 
idea for a pillow top from 
scrap yarn. Use a 4-ply 
knitting worsted, and No. 7 
needles. You can double up or 
triple your fine yarn, to get the 
weight of knitting worsted. 

PATTERN ' STITCH: 
Multiple of 12, plus 3. (“x” is 
used in place of asterisk to 
directions). 

Row 1: Knit 

Row 2: Kl, si 1, k 1, psso, xK 
9, si 2, k 1, psso the 2 si sts over 
the k St. repeat from x, end 
with K 9, k 2, tog, k 1. 

Row 3: K 1, xP 1, k 4, (k 1, 
yo, k 1) in next st, k 4, repeat 
from X, end with p 1, k 1. 

Repeat Rows 2 and 3 for 
pattern stitch. 

You can change colors every 
2 rows or make the stripes as 
wide as you like. For a pillow 
about 15 X 15 inches, cast on 75 
sts. This pattern forms its own 
scalloped edge and is lovely 
for scarves, lap robes, baby 
blankets and so forth. You can 
make strips of this pattern and 
put them together to form any 
size afghan. A multi-color 
fringe would look lovely and 
give it a perfect finish. 

Dear Readers: Some time 
ago, Mrs. Reonshagen of 
Liberty, N.Y. requested a 
pattern for fringed mittens. 
Mrs. Rue of Hayward, Calif, 
sent us the following pattern 
for Dust Mitts with knitted in 
fringe. 

Using 4-ply knitting wor¬ 
sted, and No. 7 needles, cast 
on 26 sts. Work cuff of K 1, P 1 
ribbing for 10 rows. Row 11: 
Insert needle into st as you 
usually do when preparing to 
knit a stitch, but double the 
yarn to form a IVz inch loop 
Wrap this loop around the 
needle and finish the stitch. 
Make 13 of these loop sts and k 
to end. Row 12: Knit across. 
Repeat these 2 rows until 
there are 19 loop rows, pulling 
loops down tightly after each 
stitch. Bind off and sew side 
seam and top. On Row 12, you 
will be knitting through 2 loops 
at one time. 

Dear Readers: I hope you 
have all been doing your 
homework and making your 
squares for our “Altogether 
Afghan.’’ We are now ready 
for Square No. 4. RIPPLE 
STRIPE PATTERN; Multiple 
of 8 plus 1. (“x” is used in 
place of asterisk.) 

Row 1 : (Right Side) : K 4, xP 
1, k 7, repeat from x, end P 1, k 
4. 

Row 2: P 3, xK 3, p 5, repeat 
from X, end K 3, P 3. 

Row3: K2,xP2,kl,p2, k3, 
repeat from x, end last repeat, 
K 2. 

Row4: Pl,xK2,p3,k2, pi, 
repeat from x. 

Row 5: Kl.xPl,k5,pl,kl,

Ideas for using 
leftover yarns 


BY LOIS HOLMES 


repeat from x 

Row 6: Purl 

Cast on 33 sts and repeat 
these 6 rows until piece meas 
about 6 inches. 

Dear Readers: It is VERY 
important from time to time to 
bring up the subject of 
measuring. New comers to 
knitting and crocheting often 
find it a little tricky to 
measure their work as they’re 
progressing. Always lay work 
flat on a smooth level surface 
(not on carpeting), being 
careful not to stretch. 
Measure up to the needle, (not 
over it). When measuring an 
armhole depth, do not 
measure the curve or shaped 
edge of the armhole. To make 
it easy and accurate, run a 
basting thread along the row 
that has the bind off stitches at 
the beginning of the armhole 
shaping and measure straight 
up to your needle from that 
point. Another good point to 
remember is that when you 
have measured, for example, 
the back of your garment up to 
the start of the armhole 
shaping, simply measure the 
front to the back, instead of 
using the tape measure again.

You will find the 
finishing much easier and the 
look of perfection that goes 
into the original will give you a 
real sense of satisfaction.

dealers in the same locale 29 
cents a gallon, yet he must sell 
that gas at 29 cents to remain 
competitive. It should 
surprise no one that these 
practices result in30 per cent 
of the service station 
operators going out of 
business annually. 

Bradley then pointed out. 
“The public also suffers from 
the tactics of the big oil 
companies. They gain little 
from changes in the price of 
gasoline since the price evens 
out over the year, and they 
lose for two reason^. First, 
many good operators are 
forc^ out of business each 
year. This deprives the public 
of quality repairmen who are 
replaced by people not 
qualified to put the “service” 
in “service station.” Second, 
if a dealer cannot make a 
profit on his gasoline sales, he 
must make them on his 
service and repairs. Thus, gas 
wars drive up the price of 
service.” 

Brandley continued, “We, 
the general public, suffer in 
another way. We must live 
with the battlefield ruins of 
gasoline price wars-the blight 
of abandoned gas stations. 
Recently, the Detroit Common 
Council took the 
extraordinary step of 
declaring a moratorium on 
new gas station construction 
because of the number of 


competition, governs the 
market. The price may be 
lowered in one part of a city 
and not in another or the price 
may be lowered during a 
period of minimum travel and 
raised on holiday weekencfe. It 
is clear that no relationship is 
maintained between the cost 
ot production and the cost to 
the station ^d to the 
consumer. The only 
beneficiaries of this situation 
are the manipulators 
themselves—the big oil 
companies. Both the dealers 
and the public lose.” 

‘‘The service 
station operators, are the 
bloodied victims of these 
manipulations. The 
fluctuation in the price of 
gasoline has only a minor 
impact on the profit of the oil 
companies, but it has a major 
impact on the profit of the 
operators. 

'fwenty-four cents of the 
price of each gallon of 
gasoline represents fixed cost- 
-12 cents for production and 12 
cents for taxes. The 
remainder represents the 
operating revenue and profits 
to the oil company and the 
operator. The companies 
protect themselves but not the 
man running the service 
station. For example, one 
dealer may be paying 27 cents 
for his gas and selling it for 29 
cents, while the oil company 
may charge another of its 


position of economic serfs.” 
“They shckle their operators 
by means of leases and 
requirements that they buy 
products only through them 
and then turn around and sell 
gasoline at a lower price to 
another of their dealers or to 
some independent station 
operating a few blocks away. 
The oil companies have 
thrived as a result of our free 
enterprise system and special 
tax breaks, such as the oil 
depletion allowance, yet they 
conspire to prevent the 
opration of a free market in 
their own industry.” 

Bradley continued, 
‘Anyone who thinks that 
gasoline price wars symbolize 
healthy free market 
competition is mistaken.
